She Gires Her Big Estate to Her Nearest 
RelatiTe». 


N E W YOBK, NOV. 1.—The will of Mrs. 
Cornelia M. Stewart was filed for pro- 
bate to-day. 


Mrs. Stewart bequeaths $20,000 per 
^ear during life to her brother, Charles 
P. Clinch. 


To each of her three sisters she leaves 
an annuity of $10.000 a year. 


To her nieoe, Sarah N. Smith, she 
leaves $250,000. 


To Cornelias. Butler, $200,000, and 
to each of her children $50,000. 


To Kate A. Smith sL e gives $200,000. 
To each of the four remaining children 
of Sarah N. Smith, $100,000. 


To each of the six children of her de- 
•oeased sister, Louise, formerly wife of 
Charles E. Butler, $50,000. 


All the rest of the estate she bequeaths 
te Charlea J. Olinoh, QO^ of Paris, and 
JConry Hilton, of this city. 


Jn a codicil she makes a provision to 
'«omplete the Stewart Memorial church, 
now in course of erection by her at Gar- 
den City, Long Island, and supply it 
with all that is necessary to make it a 
free church and a cathedral for the 
Episcopal church of the diocese of Long 
Island. N. Y. She also provides to en- 
dow it with such money as will maintain 
it forever, with a provision for the 
bishop 
of 
the 
diocese 
and 
his 
assistants 
to construct 
two 
build- 
ings 
to 
be 
used 
as 
schools 
and in seminaries of learning to be at- 
tached to such cathedral and she fur- 
ther endows them with such money as 
will sustain them forever, and erect such 
other buildings asthecathedral and sem- 
inaries necessities' may require. 
All of 
these buildings to be erected on Mrs. 
Stewart's lots, known as Hempstead 
Plains, L. L All the one-half of her 
residuary estate BO devised is to be ap- 
plied for the above purposes, instead of 
giving it to Henry Hilton, as is in the 
body of the will

CLiraiNG PROOF. 


A Precedent Showing That Capt. White 
is Ineligible and Cannot Sit 
in Congress. 


If, indeed, any authority were needed 
to show that Capt White is not eligible 
to a seat m congress, it can be plentifully 
supplied. The case of General Shields 
has already been cited. 
Take also the 
case of Albert Gallatin. 
He took his 
seat in the United States senate Dec. 
1793. A petition was presented by his 
colleague, Robert Moxris, stating that 
Mr. Gal I-itin had not been a citizen of 
the United States for nine years prior to 
his election, as required by the constitn 
tion. 


The facts, as they appeared, were that 
Mr. Gallatin landed in Pennsylvania iu 
July, 1780, while still a minor. He had 
been a resident for thirteen (13) years, 
He took the oath of citizenship and al 
legiance to Virginia in October, 1784, 
He was elected in 1793. The nine (9) 
years required had not elapsed. He had 
declared his intention to become natural- 
ized ten (10"i years before, as shown by 
his first prpers. 


On Feb. 10, 1794, a report was made to 
the senate, and it was set for hearing on 
Feb. 28, 1794. It was decided that he 
was not eligible, and he lost his seat. 
See life of Albert Gallatin, by John Aus- 
tin Stevens, pages 62-65, (one of series 
of American Statesmen, edited by John 
T. Morse, jr., published by Houghton, 
Miflen k Co.) This book can be seen af

Hon. J. K. Edgerton Rebukes His Critics 
and Pays His Respects to Know- 
Notliingism. 


ShaU Lying Win? 


To the Editor of the SlNTiNWi. 


It is hoped the answer to the above 
question, to morrow, by all intelligent 
and honeet voters in this congressional 
district will be emphatically NO! 


The Gazette of Sunday morning, m 
its report of the repub ican ("Indigna 
tion" so called) meeting of Saturday 
evening, says: 


Henry Colerick said: 
"Now, Mr. J 
K. Edgerton has written another letter 
on Mr. Lowry's 'know nnthingism," but 
I remember w>-en Mr. Edgerton, over 
his own signature, stated that 'Robert 
Lowry drove the foreigners to the polls 
like herds of cattle," therefore no won 
der he now comes to aid Lowry, who 
ex-Mayor Randall, the honorable and 
unimpeachable citizen, declares was the 
8ecr^^tary of a "know nothing" club 
here." 


To iniorm those who may possibly be 
lieve, and attach some importance to the 
trash above quoted, I take occasion to 
say: 


1. It is utterly false, that I ever over 
my own signature or otherwise, made 
the statement imputed to me. 


2 All who know any thing truly of the 
political history, or party history, of this 
country, know, that in 1844-5, when 
Jndge Lowry, then a young man just 
reaching his majority, was a resident of 
Fort Wayne, (be became a naturalized 
citizen here in 1845, as the record of his 
natural zation shows), there was not 


know-nothing club" or party in this 
country. The "know-nothing party" so 
called was a secret organization, which 
"strutted its brief hour upon the stage," 
in 1854-5 and thereabouts. 
It knew 
nothing and did nothing politically wise 
or practical and soon ended in nothing, 
except to merge itself into the newly 
formed republican party which swept 
into its fold all floating isms and radical- 
isms of those ante-war days. 
The char 
acter and purposes of the know-nothings 
was fully discussed in congress in the 
winter of 1855. 
Judge Lowry was not 
then even a resident of Fort Wayne, 
but living at Goshen, Elkhart county. 
That he a native of Ireland, a natural- 
ized citizen, should have become secre- 
tary of a "know-nothing club here," ten 
years prior to any such thing having an 
existence, or ever have been an advocate 
of the narrow and intolerant ideas, re- 
ligious and political, of the know-noth- 
ing party, sometimes'^from its avowed 
hostility to foreigners, called "the native 
American party," is too absurd a state- 
ment for my other than a very stolid, 
or very ignorant man to believe; and too 
baldly false, for any other than a very 
false and unscrupulous man to utter or 
publish. 


It is equally absurd to impute to the 
democratic party the ideas or purposes 
of the "know-nothings." 
It was their 
avowed antagonist, and in no part of its 
history has ever been in sympathy with 
anything the name implies. 


Men of common sense, and capable of 
knowing "a hawk from a hand saw," 
can hardly fail to observe the absurd 
contradiction in the ideas presented in 
the extract from the speech quoted; viz: 
That Robert Lowry, a naturalized citi- 
zen, and secretary of a "know-nothiDg," 
or anti-foreigner club, "drove the for- 
eigners to tne polls like herds of cattle." 


And yet such stuff, unworthy of utter- 
ance, or being believed by any man 
claiming American citizenship, 
or a 
right to vote, is spread broadcast over 
the country by men calling themselves 
democrats, to defeat a democrat, him- 
self an ahen born, but a citizen and an 
able and faithful public servant, and to 
deprive the democratic party in this 
strong democratic district, of its repre- 
sentative in congress! 
To what end? 
To give his place to a man of hostile and 
uncertain politics, who, charged upon 
very clear and ^positive evidence with 
being himself an alien, and not a nat- 
uralized citizen, and therefore not eligi- 
ble to a seat in congress, has failed-to 
show beyond his own unsupported as- 
sertion that he is even now a citizen of 
the United States. 


Is it not time for right thinking and 
honeet voters of all parties, to put their 
brand of oondemnation 
upon 
such 
methods in politics? 
Whither are we 
drifting, if such methods and the men 
who use them can win?
